They have exulted and chuckled over it, not
because it indicated any degree relief to the starv- -
ing millions f Europe, fir whom they express a !

word of sympathy, bul simi.ly became it m-ma- l to
offer them a chance to argue in favor of, and to jer--
petuate their exploded humbugs of " protection " and

restriction." They suppose that the people will be
credulous cnougli to. believe that open markets And

unrestricted triJc arc not only to establish high prices,
to keep those prices permanent. That these ends

are to be accomplished without regard tu times or
season or to favorable or unfavorable crops at home
or abroad, without regard to means of conveyance
to market, including the condition of roads and t!.c
prices of freights, and without regard to "money
market," or the gambling operations of speculators, or
any similar contingencies, by which prices are lessen-
ed or increased. We are not solicitous deprive
thee shallow gentlemen of any triumph, real or im-

aginary, which the present change prices may
ailbrd them. They are welcome to enjoy it, and profit
by it, as m-rc- as they can. Their triumph arid joy
will be ishurt-livc- and the ultimate disappointment
which they are certain td experience, will punish
them sufficiently by increasing the bitterness of their
own shame t'tcir own folly. These whig editors
and politicians, whose opinions are the result f preju-
dice and not of logical deductions from established
facts, flatter themselves into the belief thai famine
alone has been the caue of the late demand for bread
stuffs for exportation, and the consequent high prices.

A Good Hit from Taylor;
The Picayune publishes the following letleF from

Gen. Taylor, which is said to have been written in

reply to Gen. Mora y Villamill, who some lime ago
addressed a communication to Gen. T. at Saltillo,

enquiring whether it was his intention 'Md conduct
the war according to the manner adopted by the
Catnanches," &c. The reply ascribed td Gen. T
applies so well to our Mexican Whigs at home, OS

well as their yellow brethren in Mexico, that we copy

it with pleasure. It is a great deal better than those
letters written about the Presidency,; which ought

never to have been written while he retrained in the
field, and would not have been liaP"not the Whig
ollice hunters fooled him, as they did Scott when he
took his hasty plate of soup :

Headquarters, hear Monteret, May 19, 1347.
S''r I lecctved yesteiday your communication of the

10th inst., which inf urns me that you are intiucted by the
Pirsident Substitute of the Kepublic to address me, with a
view to demand from me a categorical reply "Whether
my wishes and my instructions tie to prosecute the war in
conf.omity to ihe laws of nations and a war is conducted
by countries, or as Daibarou tribes carry it ou
among themselves, it being undeitond that Mexico is dis
posed and resolved to accept the manner which is proposed
or canicd out, and awaits the tesulis iu older to dictate its
measuies accoidingly."

If these instiuctions weie not communicated to me through
an authority as highly respectable as yourself I should refuse
to believe they emanated fiom the Chief iviagisttate of the
Republic, containtui, as In fact they do contain, in my juJ
merit, an implied but not less deliberate insult towaids me
and towaids the Government which I have the honor to
re i'tesent. View ing them in this liht, I hall decline giving
the categorical leply which is demanded of me. which 1 do
with the respect due to his Excellency the President.

As you have thought fit to communicate to me the instruc-
tions of your Government at some length, upon the mannet
in which the war bas been tarrird oo upon my pait, I
improve thi opportunity lo make some remarks upon the
sut'ject.

The outmges to which epbcia) reference is made came t i

my knowledge after thy had been pei etraied, bdJ I can
assure that neither yourself nor the President of the
Republic can have felt deeper pain than that which I felt on
the occasion. All the mcliis at my disposal within
limits of our laws were Employed, but in the greater num-
ber of cases ftuitlessly, to idcnilfy and punish the delin-

quents. I cannot suppose that you have been so 111 informed
as to believe that such atiocitirs weie committed by my
connivance, Older, ur consent, or that they by themselves

They weie in tiuth unfor-
tunate exceptions, caused by eircumtauces which I could
uut control.

One of the marked features in Santa Anna's new
policy is the profusion with which he is issuing mili-

tary commissions. Eight hundred and thirty-fiv- e

were issued in due month from the tilth of May last,
many of tliPin being promotions. The llublic.ano
comments upori this subject at length and with free-

dom. From the body of its article we translate a
passage, which shows in what estimation sensible
men in Mexico hold the performances of their own
army :

"It is woithy of note that this prodigality or military
honors could not be more ed or worse received than at
this moment, when, far from having victories to reward, we
have only seen defeats to reprobale. Ii is now only a little
moie than a year since there was upon the soil of the Repub-li- c

an enemy's army of four thousand men upori the far side
of the Rio llravo, which iefu-e- d to take the initiative.
To-da- y, at Ihe end of one year, through the dispositions of
the military who were in power, and the conduct of the
military who obeyed orders, we find that a handful of men,
for the most oait without discluline and without the nowei- -
ful resource of cavalry, are now in Puebla without having
suffeied hitherto a single defeat. Our army Hat succombed
without foitune, without glory. PalO Alto, La Ilesaca,
Monterey, El Sacramento, Vera Crut, and Cerro Goido aie
Dames which our descendants will bltish to prodounce. We
can only speak the name of La Angostuia, and this because
theie the Mexican soldier proved his intrepidity otherwise
there is no doubt that that undecisive action wai disas-

trous as a defeat. This campaign of one ybar lias been
every way fatal to our reputation by the miiiner In which
we succombed. At Palo Alto aud Kesaca we too ft (He ini-

tiative without the piecaulioa which good tense counsels for
the event, always possible, of a defeat ; and thus the Mexi-
can army only pasted the Rio Bravo to continue its retieat
fiom Matamoras and retire to Monterey, there lo sigd an
ignominious capitulation after a hot siege, in which the
boiegeis were fewer in number than the besieged. Tbe
attack upon Vera Cruz having been announced since January,
it was resolved to defend that ci'y for the purpose of con-

fessing altei wards that defence wjs impossible, and uot only
to lose vast materials of war aod subject the citizens to a
homble bombaidmeut, but that we miht leckon among our
misfortunes the faie of an army which, without losing the
twentieth part of its force, laid down its arms and ui ren-

dered as pnsoneis of war. And to conclude, in the disgrace-
ful affair of Cerro Gordo our route was so complete that that
point being cariieJ, four thousand of the enemy have ad-

vanced as lar as Puebla without beating a Mngle gun fired
against them ! To justify the creation of military employ-
ments, it is Decessaiy that the nati n should have oppoitu- -
nity tJ iewaid the gloiious services which she expects fiom
her soos on the field of battle. Thea public iewaid will
accompany commissions founded upon these deed-- , but which,
without such deeds are not to be endured.

An American writer could hardly sum up more
justly the events of the war. It is to be"remarked
that very shortly atter the appearance ol the article
from which we have extracted, Santa Anna laid his
hand heavily ujxm the press. The later papers we
have from the capital are by no means so interesting
or instructive as those issued just prior to lus inter- -

fercuce with the liberty of the press.
